America Needs 
All Her Strength 


Sometimes we Americans forget one 


thing that sets us apart from ev- 
ery other country on earth. 


It is tills: we are a people made up 


of many peoples. In that -lies streng- 
th, not weakness. 


In European countries where there 


is a mixed population, one 
strain 


usually dominates. Others are always 
less than equal to this dominant strain, 
always made to feel that they fall 
short in an 
effc 


selves to a mold. 
whipped and jammed by force' into 
that unwelcome mold; of late years 
those esteemed not to fit have been 
simply murdered. 


That is not the American way. Here 


there is no dominant strain, There is, 
perhaps, a majority strain, but it can 
not be a "dominant" strain in the 
European sense as long as the rights 
of minorities are protected. 


Minorities of racial, religious, cul- 


tural strains whcih differ from that 
of the majorty are not made to feel 
that they are at best inferior 
itations of the majority norm. 


We glory in our differences, and 


wo feel that in them is strength, for 
each group has something definite to 
contribute. The sum of those con- 
tributions must be greater than any 
accomplishment by a single inbred 
group which shuts a lid down on the 
abilities of others. The thing that 
binds all together in the United States 
is not a phony racial doctrine, but 
the joyous and spontaneous loyalty 
of diverse peoples who have learned 
to live together, and found it good. 


In the defense effort, 
equal op- 


portunities to help should 
be 
ex- 


tended so far as practicable to all, 
not as a grudging concession to a 
moral principle, but as a practical 
recognition of the practical fact that 
all arc equally needed. 


The test is not, "Who are 
you?" 


but "What can you do?" It is wise 
and right that both in the military 
services and in defense industries, 
broadening opportunities 
should 
be 


gradually opening up (and they are) 
to Americans of colored blood. It is 
wise and right that America should 
not deprive itself (as Germany has 
done) of the loyal services of Jews 
and Catholics because of their race 
or religion. It is wise and right that 
America, fostering mother of a hun- 
dred races, religions, and peoples, 
should call on all alike to defend her. 


That is our strength. Let us use it. 


U. S. Troops in 
War Zone, Say 
the Germans 


Occupation of 
Iceland is 'Active

BERLIN -(/P,- The United States 


by the occupntion of Iceland has tak- 
en an nclive military step and is now 
represented by troops in the war zone, 
a German spokcsmnn declared Wed- 
nesday.

counting on the U. S. to occupy oth- 
er outposts. 


"President Roosevelt has long been 


approaching war and now has movevd 
closer to it," the spokesman said.

what is the Western Hemisphere and 
as to whether Iceland belonged to the 
hemisphere defense area. 


"The Americans have made the word 


hemisphere a sort of movable geo- 
graphical conception," it was said. 


British Propose Sen Action 


LONDON-(/r>)- The House of Com- 


mons joyously heard Prime Minister 
Churchill Wednesday suggest that U. 
S. and British warships may profit- 
ably assist each other in guarding the 
dangerous waters of Iceland. 


Churchill mnde the. statement in a 


speach welcoming the U. S. occupa- 
tion of Iceland and the report aroused 
parliament to the loudest demonstra- 
tion since the day Churchill announc- 
ed the sinking of the German battle- 
ship Bismarck.

lations arc still taking a beating from 
the movie-makers here. And it isn't 
that the offenders don't know any bet- 
ter, cither. At the beginning of ev- 
ery production dealing wilh one of 
the countries south of the border the 
responsibility is noted 
with state- 


ments promising absolute authentic- 
ity, sympathetic treatment and a script 
dedicated to the betterment of hemi- 
sphere harmony. 


After the flicker is released, and 


the nexxt news of it comes in brief 
accounts fo how some South American 
audience has booed it off the screen 
or maybe forced il off by tearing down 
the screen. 


Sometimes then, as in the case of 


Umvcrsal's "Argentine Nights," the 
film is banned by the mayor, who 
also asks Ihe Interior Ministry to oust 
it from the whole country. Meanwhile 
the State Dcpartmenl is pelilioned to 
request other Latin nations to keep 
the insulting feature out of their 
theaters. 


Great for Nazis 


Naturally the best thing that can

down there want North American 
flickers that they are not entertained 
by Hollywood's notions of life and 
love in the southern republics. Neith- 
er these statements nor the irrefut- 
able evidence of box office figures 
to have the slightest efect on Holly- 
wood's stubborn viewpoint.

WASHINGTON — The biggest bal- 


lyhoo campaign the government has 
conducted in at least 20 years, per- 
haps ever, is under way. 


It's the campaign to peddle to the 


publci billions of dollars of defense 
savings bonds and stamps. 


From kindergartens in the little ret 
chool houses to the marble halls of 
ligh finance on Wall Street, from the 
ash-and-carry counters of the chain 
groceries to the old gray United Stat- 
>s treasury building, the bonds and 
tamps either now are on sale or soon 
vill be. 


It is estimated that more than $10,- 
00,000 of free radio advertising al- 
:eady has been 
contributed. This 


anges from the 10-sccond announce- 
ments that intersperse the soap operas 
o a full one-hour show (which will 
un into September) that 
contains 


nore dollars-and-cents talent than the 
ichcst commercial sponsor 
in the

A speaking program that will take

months. 


"This isn't," he says, "the kind of 


high pressure salesmanship that was> 
resorted to in the days of the Liberty 
Loans. Each of the Liberty Loan driv- 
es had a goal that had to be sub- 
scribed quickly. Some pretty heavy 
bludgeoning was required. 


"I hope we never have to resor 


to anything like that." 


Pay Deductions Studied 


Sloan's experts are working on one 


method of sales now that I have not 
mentioned. It is the voluntary payrol 
deduction. It has complications, es- 
pecially in smaller firms where 
would be necessary to add to book- 
keeping staffs to take care of it. The 
Treasury is not yet ready to make any 
announcement on that. 


Nor will treasury men comment ye 


on the 'forced savings" system now be- 
ing tried put in England, where salar- j 
ied workers have to accept as part 
of their pay a treasury receipt to be 
redeemed in cash sometime after the 
emergency is over.

OTTAWA, Canndn-C-A-T-S spells 


Canadian Auxiliary Training Service 
—for Women. 


Its members are war work volun- 


teers in uniforms. You sec n lot of 
them on Ontario streets and learn 
there are 20,000 Canadian women in 
various uniforms. Now, after nearly 
two years of war. Canadian women arc 
just getting organized effectively on 
a national scale. 


They work hnrd and they keep n 


sense of humor. (This one group de- 
liberately arranged to get the CATS 
nickname.) And those 1 talked with 
seemed thrilled and enthusiastic about 
it all. 


But are the men glad? They aic 


not! 


The average Canadian man still ,'ip- 


ponrs to feel that the proper place for 
women is in the home. 


Some say the uniforms are "unnec- 


essary." Some say the women are 
wasting materials. Some merely smile 
about it till, but a lot jigree with 
Mitchell F; Hepburn, premier of the 
province of Ontario, who thinks wom- 
en can have only a complementary 
part in wnr, including a little factory 
work, until the boys come home 
agiiin. 


As soon as you have crossed the 


border you start seeing evidence that 
theirs is a women's war n,s well n.s » 
men's. You can keep one eye on the 
U. S. border and the other on women 
in khnki coveralls covered with V. 
A.D.C. insignia, driving trucks as 
members of the Voluntary Auxiliary 
Drivers Corps. They collect kitchen 
kettles that housewives donate to the 
Red Cross. 


Salvage Materials 


Like other military-minded women, 


those at Niagara Falls, Canada, start- 
ed their organization a year ago when 
a defense class ended with an extra 
25 cents in the treasury. Now they 
have two new trucks with which they 
pick up scraps—such ns 50 tons of pa- 
per a month and old burlap bags 
worth ?30 a ton. Business women mem- 
bers work one afternoon and one 
night a week; housewife 
members 


put in at least one whole 'day weekly. 


In Toronto the CATS have placed 


314womcn in jobs vacated by men now 
in active service. Their commander, 
Ivy Maison, believes in regular route 
marches for discipline and proudly 
whispered to me the news of their 
first military wedding recently. 


"I look a leaf out of Hitler's book," 


she asserted in explaining that she 
has built this organization largely 
through her own efforts. 
A pretty, 


blue-eyed girl with brown, curly hnir. 
she beams when she lulls you the nir 
forces salute her when she is wearing 
her avintlon blue uniform. 


Another blue-eyed womnn nt the 


bend of one of these units is Winifred 
Richards, national commnndnnt of the 
Canadian Women's Service forces. The 
main object Is to train women for 
jobs nnd release men for service over- 
sens. She insisted her women would 
sail for England themselves, if any- 
one would let them.

Little Time For Worry
